in patent medicines, 
employ a man 
whose sole duty it is to see that the 
contracts for displaying before the pub 
lie their advertisements are carried out 
os agreed. 
Tills man has hr do a great 
deal of traveling. 
“ One of the forms of advertising, 
which Ls extensively indulged 
in by 
these firms, Ls the painting of signs on 
the fences and rooks along the !itu*s of 
the railriwuls whicii enter tills town. In 
J iniking a contract with a bill ¡roster, 
who usually does this work, the firm 
specifi« *s the style and size of the signs 
it wants and the places in which it 
wants them displayed. 
The hill poster 
then sends out ills men presumably to 
fulfill the terms of the contract, but 
tiie.se men travel over hundreds of 
miles of territory, and the question 
arises, How can the firm lie certain that 
it.s provisions have Ism-ii properly car 
riisi outf 
It is impossible for the mem 
bersof the firm to spend time in going 
over all those miles personally, and, as 
a result, they have to employ a man 
who can do it for them. 
This man can 
do little else 
“ If the firm would rest content with 
his assurances his labor would be com ­ 
paratively light, but one of the first 
principles of a big mercantile firm seems 
to 1h> that, so far as possible, the asscr 
tiims of an employe should l>o sup 
jM>rtcil hy material proof. 
It would, of 
course, Im* possible for the man who 
undertakes this work to defraud the 
firm by conspiring with tho bill ¡xwfer, 
and, to prevent this possible collusion, 
a novel form of proof that the work 
has l>een properly done lias been de 
vis**d. 
Tiie firm’s ag ent follows in 
the footsteps of tho bill poster’s work 
men. 
“ He is provided with aeam eratuid lie 
photographs every one of the firm 
signs. 
As each photograph takes in 
not only the sign but tin* surrounding 
scenery, the firm is of course convinced 
that the number of signs contracted 
for have been duly made, and also that 
they are in the places designated hy it. 
Those photographs are kept until the 
terms of the oontmc,t have expired, 
and frisjiMMitly one firm wifi- have a 
collection of thousand* of photographs 
of a particular sign, in tho background 
of which will is» different kinds of 
scenery.”

place to worship, the pattern of which 
was given him by the spirit, a marvel of 
beauty and richness.
